Though the services of Cnaeh 
Bachmon as track mentor hay 
been very satisfactory, considering 
the conditions under which it has 
been necessary for him to work, it 
i* fair neither to flaehman nor to 
the track team to mak« him do dou- 
ble duty with two major sports, if 
finances of the department have 
reached the point where they per- 
mit the employment of another, 
coach. Development of a balanced 
Hack tea Di capable of really com- 
peting with other Valley institutions 
requires services of a man interest- 
ed primarily In track, which cannot 
be expected of a successful foot- 
ball coach. 

Track as a sport offers oppor- 
tunity for physical exercise for a 
greater number of men, under ccm- 
rfttcnt guidance, and regardless of 
unusual qualification, than doeS 
nny other sport. It is, urutortun- 
nt^lj', not self-supporting, but since 
the ultimate function of alt college 
sport is the greatest physical bene- 
fit to the greatest number, it de- 
serves development and recognit- 
ion as a major sport in fact ns wel' 
as in name. 

Experience of other schools has 
shown it possible to get a track 
coach who is also qualified to be a 
real asset to the football coaching 
staff during the season when track 
work is at a standstill. Such a 
man could relieve the head coach of 
track worries during the spring 
football training season, develop 
interest in track until it gives train- 
ing to the hundreds which is should 
instead of to the tens which it does, 
put K. i S. A. C. track competition 
on the same high level on which it 
stands in other sports, and as the 
same time fill the constantly felt 
need for more help with the foot- 
ball squad.

MUSIO COURSE A NEW 
SCIENCE IN PHYSICS 



at Kansas State 
in U. 5. for 



The course in Harmonics given 
eaeh spring is of unusual Value to 
music students, according to Prof. 
E. V. Floyd, of the physics depart- 
ment V 

This course is the physics of mu- 
sic and will'' take up in detail the 
theory of music and the scientific 
principals on which the art is based. 
The different points in the course 
will be illustrated ocularly, by 
means of. the sylagraph, which 
makes the different vibrations cats- 
sed ^>y changing tone qualities, visi- 
ble on a screen and also produced 
orally. They will also be summed 
up in English. 

AU the different families of mu- 
sical instruments will be studied. 
These inclyde the single reed in- 
struments, such as clarinet and sox- 
aphone, double reed instruments as 
the oboe and English- horn, bras* 
irn • 



instruments as trumpet, trombone, 
etc., streaming reed instruments or 
flute family, certain organ pipes 
and also the percussion instru- 
ments. 

The students will also make a 
study inside of the organ and will 
have an opportunity to watch the 
mechanical operation of it They 
will be given an opportunity to 
watch the tuneing and repair of 
any musical instruments brought 
into the physics department for that 
purpose. The difficult study of the 
human voice will be taken up last 
of all. 

"The great musicians know sur- 
prisingly well the science of their 
technique," declared Professor 
Floyd. Only the second rate artists 
remain ignorant of the fundament- 
als behind their art, he thinks. 

This course when devised sever- 
al year* ago by Professor Floyd was 
almost the only one of Its kind in 
America. The other one was at the

In a discussion of the philosophy 
of John Dewey, head of the depart- 
ment of philosophy at Columbia un- 
iversity, Will Durant in his "Story 
of Philosophy" says: 

"Following up Spencer's demand 
for more science, and less litera- 
ture, in education, Dewey adds that 
even science should not be book- 
learning, but should come to the 
pupil from actual practice of aseful 
occupations. He has no great re- 
gard for a "liberal" education; the 
term was used, originally, to de- 
vote the culture of a "free man," 
i. e., a rr.an who never worked; and 
it was natural that such nn educa- 
tion should be fitted to a leisure 
class in an aristocracy than to an 
industrial and democratic life. Now 
that we are nearly all of us caught 
up in the industrialist ion of Europe 
and America, the lessons we learn 
are those that come through occu- 
pation rnther than books. Scholas- 
tic "culture" makes for snobbish- 
ness, but fellowship in occupation 
makes for democracy. 

"In an industrial society the 
school should be a miniature work : 
shop and 3 miniature community; 
it should teach through practice, 
and through trial and error, the 
-arts and discipline necessary for 
economic and social order. And 
finally education must be re-con- 
celved, not merely as a 'preparation

Thft rubber Industry in the Amazon

|bus condition, according to the bulle 
tin, primarily because of the low 
price of rubber. The price ot rubber 
had declined to auch a decree that U 
was almost Impossible for the indus- 
try to continue, since this section of 
the report was written Ihe price Of 
rubber has Increased considerably, 
and It is probable that this had led to 
a general improvement in conditions. 

The crisis in th e Am a ion tialley 
was brought about by the overnro 1 - 
duction of rubber by the oriental 
plantations. The planters learned to 
reduce the costs of production more 
and more, until they «re now lower 
than the exploiters of the Amazonian 
fortita or even the pioneer planters 
could hove believed they ever would 
be. The rubber collectors of South 
America, on the other hand, were 
■low to adapt themselves to the new 
conditions antT were much less suc- 
cessful * reducing their production 
partly because they are very 
terent folk, fro mthe progressive 
planters and partly because the con- 
ditions under which tbey work are 
more difficult to control. 

Certain measures are suggested in 
the bulletin which, It Is believed, 
would he an improvement over the 
wasteful methods now practiced. Tap- 
ping with the ax should be abandon- 
ed. The toot known ns the A ma /.on as 
ignite is very promising as a substi- 
tute for the ax. 

As to the reserves of the Amazon 
valley, the report states there are 
great areas In which rubher trees oc- 
cur In considerable numbers, perhaps 
many millions of trees | nail. These 
Wild Jungle trees otter a real reserve 
Of rubber which would be av*llabte 
to the Western Hemisphere in case 
I crisis of any sort cut off Ihe eastern 
supply. In such a case the price ot 
rubber would quickly rise to a point 
which would make exploitation of the 
trees profitable, and a large quantity 
Of rubber could be secured in a short 
time, if labor were available. For the 

I resent, however.' there is little like- 
hood that these reserves will be 
drawn upon, but they will remain un- 
til such time as a need for them arls- 



Orest areas suitable for cultivation 
of the Para rubber tree are available 
in the Atnaion basin, says the report. 
However, there are no plantations in 
production in the Amason valley, all 
af the rubber from this region being 
produced by jungle trees. Neither Is 
the agriculture of this region highly 
developed, although agricultural pos- 
sibilities are truly great, and when 
they are even partially developed a 
large population will >l>e able to live 
on the products.

Care must be exercised to prevent 
farm cream from freezing prior to 
delivery to the creamery. Frozen 
cream not only results in a poorer 
product bat it increase* the chances 
for error in the butterfat test. Hold 
the cream at a temperature some- 
what above freezing and deliver to 
th* creamery at least twice a week 
if possible. 

Cropi — S. C. Salmon 

Contrary to common opinion, 
there seems to be no objection to 
winter plowing fir corn or other 
crops, provided the ground is in 
suitable condition. A warm spell of 
weather in < tntc January or early 
permit the fore- 
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sighted farmer to get his spring 
plowing done and out of the way 
before spring really opens. This 
leaves more opportunity for getting 
other work done on time. 

Animal Huibandry — F, W. Bell 
Although the self -feeding plan is 
very satisfactory when hogs are be- 
ing fattened for market, it is not at 
all satisfactory fofc feeding brood 
sows or for gTowinc pigs to be used 
in the breeding herd. Brood sows 
receive their ration from a self- 
feeder will become entirely too fat 
for the heat results in raising pigs.

The future growth and health of 
an orchard tree will average much 
higher if care is taken to exclude 
these two pests at planting time.

The keeping of farm accounts Is 
largely a matter of habit. Many 
farmers keep excellent books while 
others have much difficulty. The 
difference is usually due to the fact 
that those who have difficulty did 
not keep books in their younger 
days and did not form the habit of 
recording items. Quite a few farm- 
ers are trying to help th'eir sons 
avoid this mistake by encouraging 
the boys to keep the books for the 
farm.

Etomology — J, W. MeCollntfi 

Th? army cutworm has been re- 
sponsible for considerable damage to 
wheat In western Kansas lor several 
years. This cutworm becomes ac- 
tive during warm periods in late 
winter and early spring. Poisoned 
bran mash is the most 
method of control. 

Crop.— R. t. 

Non-scarified sweet clover seed 
may be used to good advantage on, 
much of the broken land in the east- 
ern part of the state, where a pas- 
ture crop is desired. It is best to 
sow the seed under such conditions, 
when the ground is honey combed 
from freezing and thawing. for the 
seed will then become covered. 
Agricultural Economic* —

The discus was new 
la those days and Bachman realized 
that if he mastered the proper form 
sad continued to practice diligently, 
his marks would be sufficient to 
place in nearly any prep school meet 
Aside from being efficient with the 
sfbot, discus and hammer, the pres- 
et Kansas Aggies coach was an ex- 
tell en t pole vuultcr. 

"In 1912, his senior year at ■» 
gktarood High school, Bachman was 
the individual high point winner In 
the Bcloit, Lake Forest, Illinois and 
Cook county high school meets. He 
waa also the high point winner of 
Chicago's national high school games. 

"After graduating from Engle- 
wood High school, Charley remained 
out of school for one year and join- 
ed the Chicago Athletic association 
squad. While a member of the Cher- 
ry Circle team, Bachman received 
several valuable pointers from the 
late Martin Delaney, who then was 
physical director and track coach. 
Under Delaney's tutelage Bach- 
man's marks improved.

"Bachman entered Notre Dame in 
the fall of 1913. In his first year of 
Intercollegiate compotision he -won 
the discus throw at the Penn relay 
tfumes with an effort of more than 
140 feet, an exceptionally good mark 
at that lime. In the same set of 
games Charley was second in the 56 
pound weight for distance and 
fourth in the javelin throw. 

"In the Western conference cham- 
pionship meet of 1914 at Illinois, 
Bachman met Arlie Mucks ot Wis- ■ 
coniin for the first time. Mucks was | 



Yale game of 1914 Charley injured 
his fight shoulder and the injury 
handicapped his track work. It pre- 
vented him from equaling the .marks 
he had made in the previous years, 
but he continued to throw the dis- 
c-in around .140 feet, put the shot 
46 feet, and pole vault around 11 
feet 6 inches.

Charley was a member of the 
an d Great Lakes Naval Training station 
football team which traveled to Pas- 
udena and defeated Maie Island fur 
the national championship.

The Kama* h&uae of representi- 
iifra has passed Bees engenic* bill 
by a B6 to 49 vote. The measure 
{roviHes that before a marriage 11- 
tense ran be granted both the 
bride and bridegroom must obtain 
l certificate of physical and .mental 
fllnesa and present this certificate 
with the application for the li- 
cense. 

The bill prohibits the marriage 
of persons with tuberculosis, social 
<tr other communicable disease a, 
and those who are liquor addicts. 
A prjvfeicn Is made that those 
atarlliicd may obtain licenses. Un- 
der no circumstances may those af- 
(jleted with epilepsy, insanity, or 
Other mental defects marry. 

Thrtc days must elapse between 
the issuing of the license and iV 
performing of the ceremony. 

It is a compulsory measure. It 
In stringtnt.

Sta e Institutions Could Save Quar- 
ter of Million Dollart Annually 
Senator Snyder Says 

Following the introduction of a 
bill directing the state" business 
manager to sell the surplus coal 
mined by the pris.m labor to the 
state schools, hospitals, nnd other 
institutions, Senator Snyder of Lea- 
venworth, chairman of the ways 
and means committee, visited here 
Thursday to investigate the waste 
in fuel. 

A quarter of a million dollars 
could be suved annually by the use 
of Lansing coal by state institutions 
according to Senator Snyder. The 
mines are idle much of the Unit:. 
These displays Thc KsnM> Sutc Agricultural col- 
lege had a fuel bill of 183,000 last 
year. If prison coal had been used 
instead of oil the bill would have 
been $40,000, Senator Snyder said. 

The university is also (jctrava- 
gant, according tp thc report. Sev- 
eral years ago when the new heal- 
ing ph«!t was built at thc Univer- 
sity nf Kansas, it was estimated 
that fuel would cost $35,000 an- 
nually. The bill last year was •68.- 
000 thc committee chairman declar- 
ed. 

Comparing the costs of coal and 
oil, Senator Snyder said the bill of 
the State Teachers college at Pitts- 
burg was $8,800, while the Teach- 
ers college at Emporia with prac- 
tically the same • number of build- 
ings, spent 122,000.

INTERNATIONALISM. 

Genera, SwiiierLand, styles her- 
self — and rightly so — the interna- 
tional center of the world. Numero- 
international orgmninCoa. have 
headquarters in Geneva, and have 
done remarkable things in promot- 
ing understanding among the na- 
tions. 

Internationalism is a muctuused 
and much-abused word. We speak 
glibly of It, not realising the mean- 
ing it usually conveys, la many pa- 
cifist and narrow-minded national- 
ist circles there is talk of an inter- 
national ideal which sees the peace- 
ful,, future of the world only in dis- 
carding all distinctly national char- 
acteristics. Even in Geneva there 
are those who advocate such a shal- 
low internationalism. The result- 
endless tea parties at which the 
weather and the sensational half- 
truth world news plays the major 
role in the conversation. It is a life- 
less, hopeless internationalism whose 
advocates look with contempt on 
their own people and see in the n«U 
gbbning nation the incarnation of 
all virtue; just as It is a marrow, ar- 
rogant, and false nationalism which 
shuts itself up in its shell and de- 
j clares every foreign influence to be 
-I dangerous and of no merit. 

We need not have an inferiority 
complex, and it is very dangerous to 
get a .superiority complex. Seme peo- 
ple suggest doing away with all dis- 
tinctly national characteristics in 
order t) become international; but 
they succeed only -la becoming thor> 
ougbly artificial and dreary in their

EDITOR THACKREY SAYS 



Fascism in relation to Mussolini, 
government, religion, science, fi- 
nance, and its alleged dictatorial 
policy, was presented in a discuss- 
ion at student forum Wednesday, 
when Charles L. Tripl, legal ad- 
visor of the Italian consulate, un- 
dertook to answer all questions 
about the Fascismo. The discuss- 
ion lasted two hours, 

Mr. Tripi, an authority on the 
Fascist regime, declared that Mus- 
r - aolini is not the supreme dictator, 
as supposed by tb c people in this 
IT country. If be should succumb 
there are many men whu can take 
hut place. 

"Fascism is mora thnn a party," 
declared the speaker, "It is a new 
form of government." It put Italy 
on a successful operating basis. It 
H true that Mussolini instituted 
this form of government, and there 
is no doubt that he is a genius. 
His achievement points this out. 
However, Fascism la a permanent 
Institution, and will far outlive 
Mussolini, 

"What will happen if the dicta 
" torship falls into the hands of an 
unscrupulous leader?" asked one 
of the audience. 

There is no dictator, countered 
the speaker. Italy la a constitution 
nl government, and is ruled by 
laws made by representative* of 
th« people. Tripl quoted Mussolin 
himself as saying that the day of 
the constitutional dictator Is past 
Natal*, Arbitrary 
Fascist policies rosembte our own 
party platforms, he went on. Noth- 
ing in done arbitrarily. The regime 
retained the same judiciary as it 
had under the old government. 

"Do Mussolini and parliament 
override the constitution as report 
ed?" Inquired another listener, 
"They ih> not," exclaimed the 
speaker. There is but one inter- 
pretation to the constitutional stat- 
utes. The Italian constitution Is a 
brief hut adequate instrument It 
consists of the Tamous Napoleonic 
codes which have but one meaning, 
he proudly explained. 

Some of the pew Lawn require 
compulsory arbitration on all in 
dustrlal questions, which concern 
the immediate needs of the people 
This averts strikes and controvor 
sic* between capital and labor, he 
stated. It provides steady employ- 
ment for the people and keeps up 
the supply of commodities which i 
so. important to the consuming 
public. 

Opposition to the Fascismo is not 
supprcsaed as reported, he continu 
ed, although this is often reported 
by opposition papers. However 
the Ftiscismo^ requires editors to 
assume full legal responsibility Tor 
all printed matter. Opinions may 
be printed as such, but they 
not be published as Tact*. "In oth- 
er words," he declared, "truth 
must be published." 
', Mussolini allow* two of the most 

extreme socialists to publish an an 
ti-Fascist paper, hm A ll criticisms 
must be constructive.

1 have just read your artieJa en 
the McNaryHaUB«n bill, anil 1 be- 
lieve you have (then in il several I 
WTOAR imprcHaion*. 

In the first place, you stated that 
President Coulidjre, vetoed the bill 
I ie cause "it was discriminatory, aid- 
IrtK only une particular industry," 
He did not veto it because it ^aid- 
ccj only a few branches «f agri- 
ctilturc. It planne<l to aid corn, 
ike, cotton, wheat, and tobacco 
grower*, and hnf raise rm but did 
nothinK for the cattlemen who use 
the corn, or for fruit, oats, «r rye 
growers. Perhaps you sec wbst 
the president meant when be said 
the hill was discriminatory. 

I think your sarcastic remark 
that Mr. OoaUdfct "must regard aK- 
liculturc us u minor interest in this 
country and not lifted inn the whtilr 
nation" is entirely out of plflee. 
You have no (troitid* for makinu 
such no utterly unjustified state- 
ment, even in a surras! ic manner. 
Mr. Oiolidjre. realises fully the im- 
portance of aciiculture, and he 
has the interests of 'he farmer and 
of the country :it heart. That is 
why he vetoed the hill. 

Ajjiiin, y iu say the Attorney- 
General has no rijfht to render an 
opinion on the constitutionality of 
the measure. ! am surprised nt 
such a statement from one who baa 
studied American government. The 
President has a perfect right to 
psk, and jhe^t^o^nej-jreneral I hjtf 
ii \wr reel "fTgaT to'" give, Vn " opi liTmi 
on the constitute nnlity of any 
law. His opinion is not final; it 
does not declare the taw unconsti- 
tutional, but he has the perfect 
right to give the IWulont his op- 
inion One major duty of a cab- 
inet member is to act as advisor 
Ut the President . 

The President could have waited 
uolii the law went into effect— 
until the government had apeiU 
milliuns of dollars in organizing the 
work, and then have let U'o Su- 
preme Court, declare it unconstit- 
utional In the regular manner. 
Think how much money the Presi- 
dent saved by his farcthough. To 
administer the law, it would have 
been necessary to employ one of- 
ficial for every ten farmers, beside 
a large office force Washington. 
You surely can sec what a great 
expense that would have meant. 
Very soon a cose would have aris- 
en contesting the constitutionality 
of the law, for many of our farm- 
era wodld have objected to It. 
Then the Supreme Court would 
have declared It unconstitutional, 
and where would all our money 
be! , 

I can not agree with your rather 
irrelevant statement that the Pres- 
ident could just as well have stat- 
ed his vet.) messnge in a very few 
words. I believe if you will read 
that message you will have to ad- 
mit that it Is an outstanding doc- 
ument for clarity, for accuracy, 
and for well-ehosen language. 1 be- 
lieve there are very few, if any, 
people ia this cougtry, who could 
improve upon the President's veto 
message. 

Then finally I can not subscribe 
to your statement that the farmers 
fawr the bill. I know that the 
farmers in Kansas are far from 
unanimously supporting it, and you 
will find 'hat the thinking men op- 
pose it. You say that it "appears" 
that all the farm oVgan heat tons are 
in favor of the bill. "Appears" is 
exactly the right word to use. That 
does appear to be a fact, but aj>^ 
pearance is about as far as it goes. 
By some clever political maneuver- 
ing, the leaders of several of these 
organiiatioaa have given the im- 
pression that the farmers are all 
in favor of the measure, when in 
reality it is only the leaders who 
are. Tbey saw a chance to get 
nice, easy government jobs. Sev- 
eral of our state farm bureau of- 
ficers were among those who hop- 
ed to get *»rae of the new offices 
created hy the bill. 

The President states that aever-

oppesed to the hill, and that im- 
portant miiKirilies ia those organ i- 
aatfolM which fnvoreil it sen: pro- 
tests to Itim.* Some oT the f aimers 
favm-ed the bill, but many of them 
knew littb m h i- about it than that 
It was c ailed i "farm relief" bill. 
They did not understand it, but it 
sounded all rfefctj. However, I am 
Htwoltttoly sure that if you ask our 
mnre progressive, .more intelligent 
farniejs, you will find the mojoi-lt?

by the McNary-Haugcn* bill. The

hy leading newspapers in all sec- 
tions of the country.

You did net mention in your ar- 
Helfl the altitudi.i tiiken by the Lad- 



ing economists of the country. Do 
you realize that they say the hill 
was economically unsound? That 
i; wnuld create conditions worse 
than those which now exist! Do 
you know just how inaccurate are 
the crop estimates upon which the 
McNary-IIaugen system was tq be 
based! Do you know how much In- 
justice would have resulted , from a 
tax baaed on these estimates, and 
huw much money would have been 
lost! 

I believe if y m "will read care- 
fully Mr. Coolidge's rpessage you 
will have a clearer an ders tending 
of the whole question than you 
now have. — Helen Dean,

pounded through our small regular 
forces and have wrought untold suf- 
fering even disaster to our own na- 
tion. Modern war* are won not 
alone by the strategy of battle but 
also by the organization of an entire 
people. America learned its lesson 
sufficiently well to provide for a 
system of national defense which in 
the event of an unavoidable conflict 
will serve to present a fresh but not 
ignorant resistance of her millions. 

The plan in brief is that among 
her citizens there shall he those who 
are ready not only in willingness but 
also in training to command the vast 
army of emergency volunteers and 
thus keep the Stars and Stripes fly- 
ing triumphantly throughout our 
land. This Is the Organized Reserve 
Corps maintained chiefly in strength 
of numbers by the graduating ad- 
vance course men of the various 
R. O. T. C. units. 

The second question, how does it 
function, must include the problem 
of compulsion as well as that of the 
efficiency of the system. 

The full value of the training 
comes only in the entire four year 
course and unfortunately is not so 
obvious in the basic work. Yet were

In addition to this very ma- 
terial good, the two years compul- 
sory training gives those who are 
mentally capable of grasping it a 
| knowledge which in case of war 
| would make them more efficient and 
I dependable soldiers. Upon comple- 
' tion of the course they will have 
learned something of the discipline 
and methods which mrtke for success 
in battle. 

Is this just? I agree that it may 
be inconvenient for those who arn 
disinclined to drill. It may seem ar- 
duous and brutal to them and arouse 
in them a revulsion of such labor — 
especially upon a hot, windless day, 
but should we sacrifice our nation's 
.meurity merely because some among 
us are too lsssy to drill? 

l'eihaps the most deluded and pa- 
thetic are those who oppose military 
training on grounds of conscience. 
They claim that it is wrong to f itfht, 
that war is sinful and anti-Christ. 
I For an answer to their fancies let 
us look to tho world about us. (They- 
agree that Cod made it.) Life is 
the battl aground of endless forces 
and history but a gigantic raga of 
struggle. The law of nature is that 
the fittest shall survive. Where is 
It not so?

There are but two alternatives. 
The one Is a lack of preparedness 
with its ultimate fatality, and the 
other is compulsory basic training 
for all American manhood. From 
these two extremes we have chosen 
the medium of the Organised Re- 
serves.

id fundamentally related to the effi 
ciency of that organisation. The R. 
0. T. C. is the feeder for the Re- 
serves and is therefore absolutely 
essential if the Reserve Corps is to 
remain a worth while organization. 

The maintenance of an adequate 
military defense means that we shall 
be able to live, to work, and to strive 
for ideals according to our native 
interpretation. We need not fear] 
invasion because no other power will 
be able to come upon us and de- 
mand what they will. This is a rea- 
sonable thought, for, we have only 
to consider China, a 'nation with al- 
most as much natural protection as 
we have and with even greater man- 
power, which w.is made to bow be- 
fore powerful invaders and yield to 
them choice portions of her rich I 
land. Was the acquisition of China's | 
territory the inevitable will of God 
or the obvious weakness of China's 
defense?

"What a Negro 
About" Substance of 
Article by F. M. Davis 

F. Marshall Davis, Kansas State's 
nigro poet who attended schonl here 
laat semester is now working on the 
colored weekly in Chicago has writ- 
ten the following - article "What a 
Negro Thinks About", which- was 
published in "The New Student" a 
publication printed once a week by 
students of Columbia university. 
New York City. 

".This morning, while getting 
ready to make my eight o'clock class 
in American Lit, 1 accidentally pic- 
ked up an old copy of the Crisis 
magazine in which was announced 
the winning poem in the annual poet- 
ry contest.

Student.-, attending the 
Slate Agilcultural college next year 
will pay a 60 per cent increase In 
enrolment fees. The increase was 
authe-rized by the state board of 
regents at a meeting in Topeka 
Friday. 

Fees will he increased fro.m 115 
to $2.1 a semester for resident stu- 
dents, and for non-resident from 
$22.60 tu $37 a semester. The $6 
a year h. spital fee was retained. 

W. Y. Morgan of 'Hutchinson of 
the state board of regents, declared, 
"The board's uc tion is in keeping 
with the recc-rnmendutions of the 
legislature's ways mid means com- 
mittees that we raise the fees to 
take care of the increasing need o£ 
the schools." 

The fees far the three state 
teachers eoUagM were increased 
cbout SO per cent. The fees for the 
school of medicine at Rosedale will 
be increased from $150 to $200. 
The University of Kansas will have 
the same increase in fees that will 
bs in effect here. 

No Salary Incrcaie 

The inrrcDSF will not permit an 
increase of faculties or of salaries, 
liut will counterbalance the loss of 
funds from a revolving fund which 
Will not be available In the next 
school year. The new resident fee 
is said to be lower than those ot 
any of , the surrounding slates ex- 
ccpt Oklahoma,

Popular education, directly, is not 
the task of the college; Its field Is 
dustry, 'and gjvemment. For ad- 
mission' to the college, character, ap- 
plication, determination, and ambi- 
tion, important as they are, should 
not be accepted as a substitute for 
mental capacity. The college can- 
not furnish brains and the candidate 
without intellectual, capacity, Intel- 
lectual curiosity, and intellectual 
aims should be sympathetically ex- 
cluded and directed into other paths, 
which will surely prove more advan- 
tareous to him.

Ten dollars may be a little or U 
may be a lot. To the majority of 
state school students It is a lot. 

In keeping with its policy of 
state economy the recent Kansas 
legislature, decided that the easiest 
thing to do would be to slice the 
nit ire saving from the state school 
appropriations. Senator Snyder of 
the ,«r»y» and mean* committee, in 
Justifying this move, suggested that 
if the Schools needed more money 
they should raise the enrolment 



At that time the Collegian came 
out with an editorial (which was 
copied in the 1 Tbpska Daily Cap! 
tal) in which the following facts 
were stated: 46 per cent of the 
men student* and 22 per cent of 
the women student* at Kaunas 
State are entirely self-supporting, 
17 per cent of the men and 8 per 
cent of the women are part. ally 
self-supporting State institution* 
are supposed t'o be financed by the 
government, therefore nny raising 
of the fees above the amount need- 
ed to pay the actual laboratory and 
enrolment costs would mean levying 
a direct tax on rt particular group. 

The first statement is significant 
tn (hat it shows that over 50 per 
cent of the students at Kansas 
State are entirely self -supporting. 
The fact that they are self-support- 
ing signifies that they are of a high 
type of young manhood or woman- 
hood. They have a hard time of it 
but they stick, and they become 
the finest kind of citizen* upon 
graduation. In their position "a 
dollar's p dollar" and ten dollars 
may mean a year lens in college, or 
several year* longer to receive a 
degree. 

The stories about the recent fee 
increase set by the state board of 
regwit* soy that Ule fee wUt be 
increased from $15 to $26. There 
is a matriculation fee of $15 that 
a student has to p.iy each year but 
there are also .many laboratory fees 
each semester and the fees will not 
be raiaed from $15 to 126 a year 
but in most cases from $B0 and SUu 
to #90 ahd I ion. 

The .extra money ian't to go for 
matriculation expenses but for the 
actual support of the institution, 
And such a direct tax is not In 
keouini' either bv national aud 
law.

Petitions for 'nominations for mem- 
bership in the student council must 
be made within the next week and 
a half, according to the constitution 
of the Student Governing Associa- 
tion. 

Each spring is the regular election 
of members to the Student Govern- 
ing 'body by the students. Accord- 
ing t.i the constitution, of the govern- 
ing association, nominations may be 
made by any regularly enrolled stu- 
dent in school who submits a peti- 
tion to the student council with 25 
signatures, before the regular busi- 
ness meeting of the association which 
is held the second week of April. 

Sections 1, and 2, of Article V 
rreads: Section 1. Any member of 
the association shall be eligible for 
nomination for membership on the 
student council. 

Sec, 2. Candidates for the stu- 
dent's Council shall be nominated at 
the regular business meeting held 
in the spring upon the presentation 
of a petition of nomination signed by 
25 members of the association, A 
member- of the association miyv 
sign only one politic n of nomina- 
tion All petitions to he approved 
by the election judges before declar- 
ation of nomination is made. 

The student council is composed 
of seven members of the student 
body and hold office for one year. 
It is empowered to deal with stu- 
dents affairs to the extent given it 
by the constitutijn. This consti- 
tution was first put into effect tn the 
elections last spring. 

Each student is allowe 1 to vote 
for seven nominees for membership 
in the association, and the seven re- 
ceiving the highest number of votes 
are elected. 

Petitions for nomination ahoold be 
in the hands of the president of the 
student council by the first of next 
week. These petitions should eon- 
tain 25 or more names, and no per- 
sons name should he r.n more than 
•me nominating petition.

The Ksn«.« legislature has appro- 
priated a total of 12,800,632 for 
tbt support of tb e Kansas State 
Agricultural college and iU branch 
experiment stations and extension 
service during trie two year period 
ending June 30, 1929. Thin is 
$39,268 leu than the appropriation 
two years ago, considering the' spe- 
1 cist appropriation of $200,000 for a 
girls' dormitory. ^~ 

The state board of regent* recom- 
mended $366,000 more than the 
anaynt which waa granted. A new 
heating and power plant calling for 
j $315,000 wai one of tbe recom 
fhendations granted, however. No 
incqease in f unda for salaries arid 
wages, for maintenance, or for per- 
manent improvement and repairs 
was allowed, although the board had 
asked for an increase of $244,000 
for these three items. 

Appropriations for equipment for' 
the new library was cut $15,000. It 
was understood by the legislative 
committees that the additional 
amount is to be requested two years 
from now. Laboratory equipment 
and improvements t • the amount of 
$40,000 has been provided. This 
will be valuable in replacing obsol- 
ete equipment in several laborator- 
ies on the hill. Branch experiment 
stations were allowed $1,950 less 
than two years ago. All that was 
requested for extension work waa 
granted by the legislature, however. 

The state board of regents, at a 
meeting In Topeka, Friday, March 
25, voted to Increase moderately 

the incidental fees to be paid by 

the students. The purpose is, in 
part, to offset the inadequacy of the 
legislature appropriation. The change 
becomes effective June 1. 

Residents of Kansas will now 
pay $26 a semester and $20 a sum- 
mer term whereat the rate was for- 
merly $15 for each. Non-residents 
will pay $37.00 a semester instead 
of $22.60, and $25.00 a summer 
terra Instead of the former fee of 
$20.00. 



Tickets for the annual student 
crops judging contest to be held 
Saturday afternoon, April 9, in 
rooms 208 and 211 of Water's Hall, 
are now being sold by members of 
the Klod and Kernel Klub. Albert 
Watson, manager of the contests 
states that tickets are rapidly be- 
ing disposed of. He reports that 
more interest has been shown by 
freshmen this year than any prev- 
ious year. 

According to Watson the contest 
will start promptly at one o'clock 
with the students divided into two 
groups, one group will do the iden- 
tification and the other group will 
grade and place samples.

M. Atkins, V. M. Rucker, and H. 
E. Myers. 

Watson urges that tickets be pur- 
chased early so that the contest 
will not be delayed. Tickets will 
be on ssle on the third floor of 
Water's Hall during the noon hour 
Saturday, and can be bought for 50 
cents.

"The Giant's Stsir" which will 
be presented by the purple manque 
players at the Cumnock contest Ap- 
ril 21-28 at Northwestern university 
will be presented in chapel Tuesday 
morning April 19.

Wilbur Daniel Steele, the author, 
has f- ' a number of years been 
assock -ed with the Provincetown 
Players, a group which in 1914 be- 
gan producing plays on the Wharf 
at Provincetown, Mass. The Giant's 
Stair was added to the Province- 
town plays, and in the summer of 
192* it proved to be one of their 
most popular plays.

Til, who has 
become very excited goes to the 
door, she thinks she aees the living 
ghost of John Weatherburn. The 
sheriff who also becomes excited 
goes to the door. He slowly backs 
from the door and recognises the 
voice as thst of Centpote, the pros 
ecutlng attorney Til rushes madly 
out the door calling "JohnJohn 

The sheriff is played by Paul 
Skinner, Til by Merrilee Gault, Mrs. 
Weatherburn by Darline Grin stead 
and Cant pole by Merrills Larson. 



That student nuicides have not 
become an epidemic is the belief 
of Prof. P. P. Brainard, associate 
professor of Education at K. S. A. 
C. Professor Brain srd, having stud- 
ied the matter some, agrees with 
the majority of psychology profes- 
sors in that there is tittle cause to 
believe that there has been any 
undue increase in college suicides. 
He contends that the average of 
studtnt suicides is below normal if 
considered with the suicidal rate in 
other walks of life. 

In explaining the causes of the 
suicides, Professor Brainard believes 
that there axe < several things that 
may make students desire death 
The many modem stimulants — such 
as moving pictures, radios, automo 
biles, exciting stories, wild parties, 
and the like put them under a high 
state of tension and this leads them 
to do abnormal things. 

The development of a scientific 
attitude, which tends to remove 
fear, and the curiosity developed by 
search of the unknown, especially 
among those of college age, have 
their affects upon the action of the 
individual. This is made elesr by 
the fact that thoughts tend to act- 
ion and those who seek adventure 
are inclined tiward some type of 
action. 

Many of the younger persons 
have exhausted all the so-called 
'thrills" of life and as the great- 
est adventure in life is death, they 
take this final step for a thrill. 
"Young people are all jazzed up 
with nothing to d». We will have 
to point out definite paths of action 
to them and see that they get start- 
ed right if we expect to keep them 
from going wrong," stated Profes- 
sor Brainard in explaining a remedy 
for the cases. Less teaching of 
theory and more acton along with 
some new means of inhibition to 
take the place fo the old fears, 
would help to curb the suicides, he 
believes. 

Many college professors lay part 
of the blame to the failure of news- 
papers to condemn such action in 
decisive language, for the press* has

Wm Rogers presented his prog- 
ram to what was undoubtedly one 
of the most enthusiastic and well- 
pleased audiences that was ever 
present in the college auditorium. 
The keen, inimitable humorist had 
his audience in a rib-straining par- 
oxysm of laughter about the time 
Be reached the center of the stage 
and from then until the time he 
chased it home, the lapses into sob- 
er comfort were very infrequent 

"If 1 was a college president this 
would be called a lecture, If I was 
a politician it would be a message, 
but I'm not either one so I don't 
know what you can call me," said 
Will Rogers, Tuesday night at the 
college auditorium. 

In his talk, Rogers, the champion 
American kidder, told of his meet- 
ing with Kings, Queens, Princes 
and Presidents as unconcernedly as 
if they were ordinary people, which 
they are, to hi m . Rambling from 
one topic to another with east and 
unconcern, the humorist kept an 
audience enthralled with his person- 
ality and the sound common sense 
which ran through all his state- 
ments. "Mussolini is a good guy," 
he said, "and the Prince of Wales 
is just an average young man. eH 
told of his talks with Mussol.nl, who 
he called the "All Smith of Italy." 
The dictator like a Joke and ia just 
the same as anyone, said Ragers. 

Coolidges, are a typical American 
family," he remarked, "and feed 
their two flea hounds right from 
the table. In fact at one time I 
began to think they were getting a 
little more than I was." McAdoo 
gave him s poor dinner he said, 
and so he had to count the eve- 
ning as "gastronomically lost." 

During the course of the evening, 
Rogers gave his views on national, 
local, and International affairs. 
They were in a humorous vein, but 
one could tell thst back of each ex- 
pression was good sound "ht>rse 
sense," as he called it. He express- 
ly made fun of the policy of try- 
ing to straighten out foreign affairs. 
In Nicaragua he said, all they want- 
ed to do was have a nice little rev- 
olution, but the United States could- 
nt' allow it, because of oil interests, 
"The oil men were given 50 years 
to get all their oil out and they 
raised a howl, said they couldn't do 
ft." He illustrated this hy Al 
Smith's curfew law in New York, 
which says ail night clubs must be 
closed at three o'clock, "It's a good 
law," said Rogers, "if a man can 
get drunk by three o'clock he isn't 
trying — the same way with the oil 
men, if they can't get atl their oil 
in fifty years, they aren't trying, 
ought to go into the plumbing bus- 
iness" 

During the latter part of the eve- 
ning the humorist did rope tricks, 
the same act aa he put on in the 
follies. Whirling his ropes and de- 
livering a monologue at the same 
time. He ended the evening by 
confidSng to the audience that he 
was "God's gift' to those who didn't

A celebration in honor of Dr. J. D. 
Walters, protestor emeritus of ar- 
chitecture, who has been associated 
with K. S.*A. C. for 50 years, to be- 
ing planned by college authorities as 
a part of the commencement exer- 
cises in June. 

i Doctor Walter organised the reg- 
ular four year course in architecture 
berc at the college In 1903, after 
obtaining special permission from 
the board of regents. During the 
time he has been associated with the 
Institution, he has received ■ from It 
no lew than five scholastic and edu- 
cational .honors; Master of science, 
professor of Industrial arts and de- 
signing, professor of architecture 
and drawing, doctor of arts, and fin- 
ally professor emeritus. He is the 
only person to hold this latter hon- 
or. 

During the first years of his con 
nection with the college, the facul 
ty was small and it was often nec 
essary for Instructors to teach a var 
iety of subjects. In addition to 
drawing, professor Walters taught 
classes in geometry and trigonomet- 
ry, and for, several years had charge 
of the college orchestra. Hia Pcsta- 
loszian methods of teaching, his per- 
fect discipline in the class room, his 
natural demeanor, and his interest 
In the auxiliary work of the college 
won made him a prominent feature 
of the institution. 

He hai taken an active interest in 
the development of th« manual 
training as a branch of high school 
end co!legf Instruction andHn *e 
growth' of laboratory methods in 
teaching science In higher institu- 
tions of learning.

C,ty and county authorities have 
written college heads asking for 
their cooperation in curbing stu- 
dents from destroying public prop- 
erty, especially stop signs, railway 
warning signs, and road markers. 

As a result of the city police 
finding a U. S. highway 40 marker 
and a railroad warning sign at a 
sorority house, W. A. Armstrong, 
county engineer, wrote a letter to 
college authorities which was turned 
over to the student council for ac- 
tion, in which he outlined the seri- 
ousness of such conduct and the 
penalties provided by law for of- 
fenses of this nature. 

"When we stop to consider that 
this railroad warning sign had a 
special office to prevent accidents 
we must acknowledge that the re- 
moval of this becomes serious and 
no longer is a harmless prank," a 
portion of Armstrong's letter reads. 
The fine imposed for destroying, in- 
juring, or removing the markings, 
emblems, and designs authorized 
and erected along highways, or for 
erecting false or misleading signs, 
is not less than $5 nor more than 
ISO. 

The city police also report that a 
stop sign was removed »t the corner 
of Laramie and 16th street recent- 
ly, and a (50 reward has been 
offered for information leading to 
the conviction of the offender.

Professor Wheeler's efforts in 
bringing the best talent obtainable 
for lectures snd entertainments 
have met with greater success, fi- 
nancially and otherwise, than has 
been attained for a number of years. 

Mr. Wheeler will remain at the 
head of the department until this se- 
mester is over. He said that he did 
not care to make further plans pub- 
lic at present.

THE R. O. T. C, 

In considering the R. 0. T. C. 
and Mr. Kruse's attitude toward it, 
I agree with much «f what he says, 
btu h e did not develop both sides 
of the case. I agree that at our 
present state of civilization we 
should maintain sufficient military 
power for self defence. I doubt if 
there !s much opposition to that de- 
gree of preparedness. But as our 
D. 0.. L. captain used to say, "The 
beat defense is a vigorous of- 
fense," which policy may be good 
in military tactics but detriment- 
al to maintaining international jus- 
tice and goodwill. That is the great 
objection to the use of military 
force, it is such a short step from 
defense to aggression that it is of- 
ten difficult to know where we 
stand. Another objection to force 
when it is used alone it, that it 
never settles difficulties permanent- 
ly and satisfactorily. 

These objections, of course, ap- 
ply to the entire .military power 
and npt meeiy to the R. 0. T. C,

lieve In and consistently produce. 

"The Show-Off" ia clean, spark- 
ling comedy from the very begin- 
ning to the very end. It places 
Aubrey Piper, a not wholly unlov- 
able incarnation of asininity, quite 
directly oppoeite his mother-in-law. 
Mrs. Fisher, whose tongue and mind 
^^Sfe equally sharp and equally indus- 
trious, and keeps him there until 
both of them win out. Aubrey, 
whose nerve i» super-colossal, and 
hi* up-ind-going piotherr in-law, 
who is just about the flintiest per- 
«n |'ju can imagine, mix it most 
jlorlqqaly. Their heavily armored 
personalities are never so much as 
dented, although the firing is fierce 
•nough most of the time to keep 
timid souls in the audience stead- 
ily ducking. 

Lillian Kammcyer, whom Mr. 
fleberer most happily east as Mrs. 
Fisher, did such unusually good act- 
ing and did so much of it that the 
test of the players were severely 
pat to it to keep alongside of her. 
Miss Xammeyer must have had as 
much to say as all the rest put to- 
gether, including even the braying 
Aubrey; but if the audience missed

This »b e did hand- 
somely and thoroughly, tl was her 
best work, and was mighty well 
done. 

James Pratt,, as Mr. Fisher, 
only one appearance, which 
really one more appearance 
could reasonably be expected of the 
husband of a Mrs. Fisher.

Although Coach C. W. Coraaut 
do«H not favor the new "dribble" 
ruling made by the national basket- 
ball rules committee s* it* last 
meeting he believe* he can easily 
adapt his style of play to conform 
with it 

According to Coach Coraaut the 
biggest result of the elimination of 
the dribble will be the decrease in 
stalling during the closing minutes 
of close games. The defense will 
ba strengthened by the necessity for 
a faster passing attack and linger 
■hots. Thus the scoring will be re- 
duced and small score gsmes will 
be the rule. 

Bigger men wil be needed In the 
naw style game, In Coach Corsaut's 
opinion. Much body contact will 
be eliminated with consequent less 
fouling and an easier life for. the 
officials. The use of passing at 
tacks will speed up the game con- 
siderably. 

The rule limiting the dribble to 
a single bound was made, accord-) 
Ing to members of the rules com- 
mittee, "to tliminate roughness, and 
to encourage team play." Tn many 
coaches* and officials' opinions the 
greatest number of fouls resulted 
from tha dribble. 

No more will a player be able to 
take the ball at one end of tht> court 
and dribble the full length of the 
floor for a goal- Individual play 
Is out. Passes must be used in 
place of the dribble. 

Other changes In the rules in- 
clude a provision for time to bo 
taken out for all fouls. This will 
add from three to five minutes to 
the actual playing time of the 
games. Also tho referee is forbid- 
den to blow his whistle on lamp- 
balls except at the beginning of the 
period and after time out. This 
trill eliminate much of the confus- 
ion which results from unhamper- 
ed use of the whistle. 

Theso rules were passed by the 
national basketball rules commit- 
tee in session at New York a short 
time ago and wil be in force throu- 
ghout the ensuing season. They 
will apply to all amateur 



"A liberal education, whether 
gained in or out of college, Is es- 
sential to success," declared W. A. 
Cockrin, editor of the Weekly Kan- 
sas City Star and former member 
of the K. S. A. C. faculty, m an 
address in chapel last Thursday. 

Mr. Cockrin 's subject was "The 
Relation Between Liberal and Tech- 
nical Training," According to him, 
there Is a big distinction between 
the two, but it is impossible to sep- 
arata them. One who depends on 
liberal training entirely misses a 
great deal, while on the other hand 
one who has only a technical train- 
ing .does not have a complete ed- 
ucation. 

"Education is the leading industry 
of our country and it is responsible 
for us being the leading country of 
the world today," stated Mr. 
Cockrin. "Legally one half of the 
taxes collected is given tj promot- 
ing education. This shows that the 
people believe in it and they form 



"A high school education Is worth 
133,000, but a college diploma is 
worth S72.000, Mr. TJackrin said. 
"The untrained man works from the 
ages of 14 to 50 and never makes 
than $1,200 a year. The col- 
nan works from the ages of 
22 to 60 or more and makes on an 
average of 16,000 a year. He is 
able to earn because of his mental 
abilities." 

"A well educated man develops 
characteristics," Mr. Cockrin said, 
"and the most important ones are 
tolerate and a spirit of kindness. 
The well educated man os also ahle 
to utilize his idle hours to an ad- 
vantage, while the untrained man 
spends his money taking care of his 
idle hours." 

"I believe in the definition of 
civilization," concluded Mr- Cockrin. 
"Gain as much as you can and be 
satisfied." »

So reads an abbreviated and 
chronological history of the shep- 
herd's erook which, if all goes well, 
wilt pass from the hands of this 
year's graduating class into the 
care of the JuniorB Friday night at 
tho annual Junior-Senior prom. 

Enough material has been written 
In fill a volume about the history 
and interesting details about the 
class tussels and hiding places con- 
nected with the long and eventful 
life of this tradition. W. N. Bat- 
lorf, 25, wrote a very good, short 
resume of the crook's life at K. 
S. A. C. which appeared in the In- 
dustrialist of Sept. 30, 1926. Floyd 
B. Nichols, '12, now on the staff 
of the Capper Publications, had an 
interesting history of the crook 
printed in the Royal Purple the 
year of his graduation. 

E, H. Dearborn of the ctass of 
1910, who helped to make the metal 
crook, which is probably the one 
now in use, wrote into the Alumni 
office recently concerning. His let- 
ter, in part, follows: 

"I would like to see a sentiment 
go along with the erook that would 
prohibit it being placed in a bank 
vault. A great real mnre interets 
will be taken by the succeeding 
classes if they know that it is hid- 
den rather than banked. I felt 
that when it was in my care that 
if the Juniors or the sophomores 
could outwit those whose duty it 
was to guard it they were welcome 
to it— until it could be recovered. 
And also I think that it should be 
exhibited to each and every member 
of the senior class at their fall class 
party or reception or prom, which- 
ever they hod. I am willing to bet 
that there are hundreds graduated 
at) K. S. A. C. who never saw it. 
It will mean more to them if it is 
exhibited more, and will give the 
juniors a better chance to become 
interested also."

Dr. Mary T. Harmon, professor 
of zoology at Kansas State Agricul- 
tural college, recently received word 
from the Association to Aid Scien- 
tific Research by University Women 
that she had been appointed to a 
fellowship at the toologjcol station 
at Naples, Italy. Owing to her dut- 
ies as instructor she was not able 
to accept the offer. 

To be appointed to a fellowship 
is an honor given to very few. Lead- 
ing biologists from the entire world 
carry on their investigations at the 
station in Naples. In order to carry 
on the investigations in marine em- 
bryology the fellowship consists of 
the use of the equipment at the lab- 
oratory Including boats, collecting 
apparatus, extensive library refer- 
ences, laboratory apparatus, a pri- 
vate room for scientific research 
and whatever else Is needed for the 
investigations. 

The Naples Biological station is 
one of the oldest to be founded. It 
is an international mecea for lool- 
ogists. Dr. Reiahard Dohrn is di- 
rector of the station. He report- 
ed that' 40 scientific men are work- 
ing at the station including seven 
from the United States. 

Miss Harmon has had previous 
experience along that line at the 
biological station at Paget Sound, 
Washington under the auspices of 
the University of Washington, where 
she had charge of marine embryo! 
qgy.

In connection w* the School of 
Community Leadership to be held 
6 to 10 this coming summer, 
series of lectures will be given, 
as Is customary in oncb a school, on 
the rural church. A plan is being 
worked out for the coming session 
whereby leaders representing all 
the various church orders wilt have 
one lecture each to discuss the ru- 
ral church program — its status and 
immediate future — from a denomin- 
ational standpoint. 

Dr. A. A. Holts will present the 
discussion for the Baptist church; 
Rev. B. A, Rogers for the Meth- 
odist church; Rev. Will. am Guerr- 
ant for the Presbyterian church; 
Rev. A. J. Luckey, president of the 
Catholic Rural Life conference, for 
the Catholic church; Walter Burr 
for the congregationoal church; and 
Dr. C. J. Galpin of the United 
States department . of agriculture 
for the Episcopal church. 

This is the first time in such s 
school that such an opportunity has 
been given for a frank comparison 
of the rural life programs of dif- 
ferent and widely varying church 
orders.

"If we are to keep prosperity and 
happiness within our country, we 
must realise that we have a common 
social and economic interest," de- 
clared Mr. Hamilton. "We can keep 
it that way by being interested in 
politics. See that the local man is 
capable cf his position. If we watch 
for the dimes, the dollars will take 
oare of themselves.", 

"Unless you do sc ept a political 
burden," concluded Mt. Hamilton, 
'and (take an active interest in gov- 
ernment, you have failed to do your 
duty to the government of the Uni- 
the jave- ted States."

The state supreme court recently 
held Gallagher liable for notes 
which he signed several years ago 
They totaled approximately $680. 

Gallagher charged, in ^answer to 
the suit for collection, that college 
officials and Manhattan business 
men solicited the loan fund to -pay 
his and other K. S. A. C. athletes' 
expenses. The notee, he claimed, 
were given merely as a precaution 
.in the event the loans were quest- 
ioned by other Missouri Valley con 
fere rice -schools, while it was under- 
stood that the note* were never to 
be paid unless by his voluntary act. 

Compromises were offered to the 
attorneys,. Evans and Clammer, of 
Manhattan, and to <tho college offtc 
ials, but were- refused, according to 
a statement by Evans and Clammer, 
the Associated Press report said. 

"Eighty-five 'students have receiv 
ed loans from the fund, it was stat- 
ed. Less than twenty percent were 
athletes At the time suit w 
brought against Gallagher, all the 
loans were in, the process of pay. 
ment except Gallagher's and one 
Other," the report amid. "Gallagher, 
it was stated, not only promised to 
nay his note but had made a psrt 
" 'The fittsls outcome fo the cast,' 
the statement concluded, 'shows that 
Gallagher's sensational charges that 
President Jardine and the business 
men of Manhattan had hired him as 
an athlete wore both contradicted 
by his own letters, were totally on 
supported in any facts which he 
give, and were entirely reject- 
ed by both the trial courts and the 
supreme court.' "

Tife. Life Membership campaign 
carried on by the alumni association 
of the college has been espec rally 
successful this yesr. The Senior 
class which sponsor* it has taken out 
116 life memberships. This is larg- 
er than' any other class since the 
initial launching of the annual cam- 
paign in 1916. 

The division of Veterinary Medi- 
cine leads the class with 80 percent 
subscribed, next comes the Agricul- 
tural division with 65 percent, The 
divisions of General Science, Home 
Economics and Engineering are tied 
for third phce with the approximate 
score of- 25 percent. 

For life membership in the assoc- 
iation, a fee of $50 is subscribed 
which is put Into the Alumni Stu- 
dents Loan fund, which is loaned at 
6 percent interest to worthy stu- 
dents who desire to complete their 
col lege work. 

The first active campaign was 
put on by the ' Seniors in 1926 at 
Commencement time. The fund has 
doubled in the last two years, until 
now its capital amounts to $11,000. 
I During the past year, about 50 stu- 
dents have borrowed from it, and 
during its whole ~ existence, there 
have been 200 who have received aid 
from it. The association has never 
lost money In any way since it was 
started.. i 

The fifty dollars that tbe student 
pays, remains in tbe lean fund and 
no part of it is used for the general 
expense of the association. The in- 
terest %»' used to Help-defrsty the eK- 
penses of the alumni office.

HOLTON RECEIVES 
DOCTOR'S DEGREE 

Ph. D. from Columbia Awarded Af- 
ter Research Work Concerning 
Vocational U.tmction 



E. L. Holtom, head of the depart- 
ment of education and dean of the 
summer school, rece.ved the degree, 
doctor of philosophy, April 26, at 
Columbia university. New York, 

"Professional Training of Teach- 
ers of Vocational Agriculture" . la 
the subject of the thesis prepared 
by Doctor Holton. It is based on 
the results of practical research 
wi't-lf in training teachers of vocat- 
ional agriculture and also on the 
work which M took hi Columbia 
university, Chicago university, and 
Indiana ^university. 

He began directing rehabilitation 
work among WorliT War veterans in 
France shortly after the close cf the 
war. Later he spent a year In Min- 
nesota where he had \harge of a 
staff of 26 instructors who were 
helping dlsalijed soldiers work out 
practical agricultural projects. His 
experience in this rehabillation work 
is important as a foundation for a 
large part of his thesis. 

One thousand teachers were ques- 
tioned as to the college courses 
which had been of the greatest Im- 
portance and value to them in prac 
tical teaching in order to determine 
the subjects which can bo taught 
most advantageously to students 
whrt wish to enter the field. Doctor 
Holton then rated tbe various sub- 
jects -according to their relative 
practical value. His work is now 
In technical but is soon to he sim- 
plified and issued as a textbook.

Columbia, Ma„ May 12 s 
printer's ink Is sticky stuff, but It* 
use Is the greatest guarantee of per- 
petuity of the nation. Senator Arthur 
Cupper of Kansas, said today in a 
journalism week address et the Uni- 
versity of Mt**ourl here. 

"It 1» not too much to say," said 
Senator Capper, himself a newspaper 
publisher, "that a nation progresses 
a* it reads. Dissemination of know- 
ledge comes largely through the prin- 
ted Tj*te and newspapers are tne 
worldfe greatest textbooks. 

"There Is no newspaper office In 
America but Is a school room .and-its 
editor a teacher. The information 
sent out in e, newspaper or ruagaxin* 



may be of little value- It may b* 
wrong and Inaccurate. Nevertheless 
It makes people think and to that de- 
gree it becomes a textbook, impress- 
ing upon the reader the viewpoint of 
aa individual or individuals. Therein 
lies the responsibility of journalism. 
"There is not" a publication In thm 
naton, no matter how small or ob- 
scure, when does not exert some In- 
fluence upon the minds of individuals 
and thus to a degree affect tbe wel- 
fare of the nation a* a whole. 

"Today, more than ever, the '■ im- 
portant thing in every community is 
that It should have an editor who win 
care more about the right aide of \ 
public question that if 'the party is 
for It,' What every community 
should get from, an editor is the hon- 
est, unafraid truth. The simple trntb 
honestly expressed is. In my Judg- 
ment, an editor's first and most im- 
parl ant duty- 

1 JfThe germ of many a national 
movement has spronted in the ob- 
scurity of a country prlntakrop. Cru- 
sades which have grown' to national 
proportions first received Impetus 
from the approbation and encourage- 
ment of some local editor."

The only deteuse a pic- 
ture has against ihe beholder who 
defies It, la to withdraw its' mean- 
ing from him.
